Senator Is 
Indicted on 
State Deal 
Tex as Democrat 
Denies Charge 


Seguin, Tex ., J uly 9 UPi—Rep.

who 
helped set up the Tex as v eterans 
land program when he was in 
the state Legislature, was in­ 
dicted y esterday on charges of 
conspiring to steal $154,8 10 from 
the state in that program. 
He immediately denied guilt. 
He made the same denial when 
questioned by a state inv esti­ 
gating committee earlier. The 
freshman congressman said he 
receiv ed some legal fees and that 
was all. 
INDICTED WITH him was T. 
J . McLarty of Denv er, Colo., and 
formerly of Cuero, Tix ., Bell’s 
home town, and J . T. Wofford of 
Cuero. 
It was from McLarty , Bell 
said in the state inv estigation, 
that he receiv ed the legal fees. 
McLarty was indicted in May 
on other counts connected with 
v eterans land deals. 
The indictments against the 
three inv olv e deals in J uly 19 52 
in which 3,7 01.4 acres of Guada­ 
lupe county land were sold to 24 
v eterans. 
THE INDICTMENT r e ad s : 
“ T. J . McLarty , J ohn J . Bell and 
T. J . Wofford on or about the 
15th day o t J uly , 19 52, did then 
and unlawfully conspire . . . to 
unlawfully and fraudulently take 
$154,8 10 (from) . . • the State 
of Tex as . . . ” 
The land scandal inv estiga­ 
tions began less than a y ear ago.

BA8 COM GILES, former land 
commissioner and once head of 
the v eterans land board, current­ 
ly is on trial on charges of

Hong Kong, J uly 9 UP)—Hong 
Kong authorities today accused 
Chinese Communist officials o t 
attempting to pull a fast one in 
demanding transit permits for 
three turncoat Americans who 
want to leav e Red China. 
Announcing that such permits 
had not and would not be issued, 
a gov ernment spokesman said

mov e” aimed at pressuring U. S. 
and British authorities into al­ 
lowing the men to enter Hong 
Kong illegally . 
A gov ernment statement is­ 
sued shortly * afterward said the 
British charge d’affaires in Pei­ 
ping hid been authorized to in- 


form the Chinese Red Cross so­ 
ciety that the men would be ad­ 
mitted to Hong Kong. 
This was interpreted as mean­ 
ing that they would be allowed 
to enter as undocumented aliens, 
the status of most European

There waa no indication 
whether this would satisfy Pei­ 
ping authorities.

DISARMAMENT 
The Genev a Conference must come to grips 
with the question of disarmament. The world is 
being bankrupted, financially and morally, 
by the 
race for supremacy between the United States 
and Sov iet Russia. And other countries are get­ 
ting into this contest: recently,^Jted China claimed 
the fourth place among nations for its air force. 
The atmosphere of the moment indicates that 
the Russians are unusually anxious to find 
a solu­ 
tion to problems which face the nations of the 
world and which almost led to war last spring. 
Nev er has a country entered upon so full a cam­ 
paign for good-will. Kruschchev ’s v isit to Tito; 
the inv itation to Adenauer to v isit Moscow; the 
v isit of Krishna Me non to this country and his 
barrage of “ good-wili” on radio and telev ision; 
the admission of American tourists who can go to 
“ ev ery” part of Russia except the slav e labor 
camps; Molotov ’s smiling tour ov er the United 
States—these, and Khrushchev ’s speech at the 
American Embassy in Moscow on the Fourth of 
July, are a few examples of the calculated effort 
to produce good-will. 
An d who kn ows? May be the n ew regime in 
Sov iet Ru ssia, headed by Nikita Khru shchev , 
wan ts» a lon g breathin g period after 10 y ears of 
the cold war. I hav e read a large n u mber of 
broadcasts deliv ered to the Ru ssian people on 
their own radio n etworks an d the ton e is ex actly , 
the same. The ten den cy is to ex press sadn ess at 
the failu re of the Un ited States to appreciate the 
desire of the Sov iet world for peace. 
Ift a word, the Ru ssian s giv e the appearan ce, 
at an y rate, of n eedin g the cold war to come to 
an en d. If that is really their n ecessity , there is 
hope in this world for peace in ou r times. 
The qu estion , howev er, is n ot the atmosphere 
that can be dev eloped du rin g a pre-con feren ce 
pu blicity campaign . What cou n ts is the proposals 
that Sov iet Ru ssia will make at the Gen ev a Con ­ 
feren ce an d their reaction s to ou r proposals. 
Then it gets down to a meetin g of min ds on 
^paper. The little that can be accomplished in six 
day 's is n ot to deter u s. The meetin g at the su m­ 
mit was n ev er practical; it was a dramatic idea, 
the brain child of Sir Win ston Chu rchill, bu t the 
father was Stalin . After the lofty gen tlemen hav e 
din ed an d win ed an d con v ersed, the work will 
hav e to be don e by the Foreign Min isters an d 
their ex perts. 
When it comes to the cru cial qu estion of dis­ 
armamen t, the discu ssion will be ov er the precise 
facts of the momen t an d then each side will be 
faced by the other’s willin gn ess to lay all the 
data on the table. How mu ch are we willin g to 
tell the Ru ssian s abou t ou r work in atom an d 
hy drogen bombs an d how mu ch are they willin g 
to tell u s? This can in v olv e ticklish decision s, be­ 
cau se on e sid£ “ or the other may giv e away its 
han d to n o adv an tage an d su ffer 
a strategic de­ 
feat of en ormou s dimen sion s. Each side will hav e 
to be*wary lest the other side u se the meetin g 
on ly to get more in formation . 
The problem then is how to en d the race for 
u n con v en tion al weapon s. If a formu la of in spec­ 
tion . con trol an d pu blic reportin g can be fou n d, 
if all secrecy is remov ed from the field of weap­ 
on s, the dan ger of the u n con v en tion al weapon s 
can be remov ed an d the dev astatin g arms race 
can be en ded. 
Presiden t Eisen howf r often u ses the word, 
“sin cerity ,” an d it is n ot a well-chosen word in 
politics becau se how is on e ev er to kn ow what is 
hidden in the con sciou sn ess of a statesman ? The 
tru ly great diplomat, Talley ran d, was alway s sin ­ 
cere; that is. he alway s believ ed that Talley ran d 
shou ld win the stakes. He was sin cere abou t that. 
Stalin was sin cere in gettin g the best of ev ery 
situ ation . 
Bu t there does come a time when wars an d 
their warlike aftermaths mu st en d becau se the 
peoples of v ariou s cou n tries can n ot con tin u e to 
su ffer their con sequ en ces. Sov iet Ru ssia mu st 
produ ce more con su mers’ goods if her peasan ts 
are to prov ide food; the Un ited States mu st re­ 
liev e its citizen s of the bu rden of tax ation an d 
mu st pu t an en d to its creepin g in flation . 
Therefore, this may be the time when prac­ 
tical politician s, in their own in terests, as weU as 
to the adv an tage of their peoples, will labor 
v alian tly to pu t an en d to the armamen t race.

KNOW YOUR DOCTOR 
In these day * when great efforts are bein g 
made toward a better u n derstan din g between 
doctor an d patien t, it might be helpfu l to ou tlin e 
what Dr. Leo Smaller in his book, “Kn ow You r 
Doctor,” has picked ou t as the eight prin ciples 
essen tial to bein g a su ccessfu l patien t. 
1. Don ’t try to diagn ose y ou r own case. It 
helps to tell the phy sician in a straightforward 
man n er all the sy mptoms y ou can fin d, bu t don ’t 
try to make u p his min d for him. You r own con ­ 
clu sion will hav e little effect on his bu t in stead 
it may mislead y ou so that y ou r imagin ation will 
breed phon y sy mptoms which, if on ly for a time, 
may throw the doctor off the trail of y ou r actu al 
trou ble. You will be easier to cu re if >qu tell the 
doctor ali the facts an d let him reach the con clu ­ 
sion . 
2. Un dergo a basic laboratory ex amin ation 
ev en thou gh y ou r sy mptoms may seem triv ial. 
Often y ou r doctor will su ggest it first bu t some­ 
times he will n ot becau se of the patien t’s empha­ 
sis on cost. A phy sical ex amin ation shou ld in ­ 
clu de a blood cou n t an d u rin aly sis. 
3. Learn from y ou r phy sician ju st what he is 
doin g abou t y ou r case. Ask him what he has dis­ 
cov ered in his ex amin ation , what he is treatin g 
y ou for, an d how y ou will be ex pected to react. 
This clears the air of u n n ecessary fears an d the 
patien t kn ows ju st what his con dition is. 
4. Follow y ou r phy sician ’s orders an d adv ice 
con scien tiou sly — at least u n til he has had ample 
tu n e to prov e whether he is right, or n ot. 
. 5 . Search y ou rself thorou ghly for thè an swer 
to this v ital qu estion : cou ld my emotion s, or my 
n erv es, or my thin kin g, be part of my trou ble. 
This is a v ery difficu lt thihg to do bu t will help 
y ou r phy sician immen sely if y ou persist. 
6. Keep a sy mptom diary . In an y small n ote­ 
book, write down y ou r sy mptoms of pain or other 
abn ormal body behav ior, when they came, an d 
what y ou r thou ghts an d reaction s were at the 
time. The phy sician can n ot con stan tly watch the 
patien t an d so mu st rely heav ily on the patien t’s 
own report of his con dition . 
7. Con fide in y ou r phy sician as thou gh he 
were y ou r closest frien d. Talk to fiim, if y ou pre­ 
fer, while facin g away from him. He mu st kn ow 
more abou t y ou than can be learn ed from labora­ 
tory tests. 
8 . If y ou r phy sician ign ores possible men tal or 
emotion al factors in y ou r con dition , leav e him. 
You are more than a heart-driv en machin e. You r 
phy sician shou ld be the first to admit it. If he 
is n ot. there are better phy sician s who will. Go 
to them.

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HORN BLOWING PROFANITY 
Paris drivers are reforming. Long re 
puted the most dangerous in the world, they 
have been involved in one-fourth fewer ac­ 
cidents since August I, according to official 
statistics. The explanation is simple. They 
are now’ forbiden to use their -horns, ex­ 
cept in cases of dire emergency. Conse­ 
quently on approaching intersections they 
slow- up and look instead of blowing their 
horns and bulling their way through. 
Such a prohibition would probably be 
salutary in the United States. A ban on 
tooters would certainly reduce the racket at 
intersections, where those in three or four 
cars behind the leaders express their im­ 
patience by violent horn-blowing. 
Some people suggest that new cars be 
required by law- to be made without horns. 
But this is not the answer. Horns, when 
needed, are needed badly. The purpose of 
the horn, however, should be learned by 
every driver when he first learns to drive. 
It is to be used for a necessary communica­ 
tion—letting kids on bikes, for instance, 
know’ that a dangerous object is approach­ 
ing, letting the car ahead know that you 
w ould like to pass when it is possible. 
Swearing with the horn at people caught 
in traffic who cannot do any better than 
they are doing should be treated like any 
other use of bad language in public and 
handled by cop and judge accordingly. 
As in so many other areas of living, cour­ 
tesy and self-control are the real solution; 
they are the lubricating oil which eases the 
friction. Public’ opinion is finally getting 
results with bad driving and so-called ac­ 
cidental deaths. It could quiet the streets 
and highways likewise. 


MORE AND FASTER 
Many a fine old European custom has 
taken root in the United States. Now that 
fine though not old American institution, 
the supermarket, is sprouting in Europe 
and far corners of the earth. What’s more, 
when it sprouts it sometimes takes unusual 
forms. 
In Mexico City, for example, the custo­ 
mer can pick out his own rolls and cook­ 
ies—with a pair of tongs—in a self-service 
bake shop. Denmark has self-service ladies’ 
ready-to-wear shops. One Latin American 
supermarket provides baby buggies for 
trundling groceries from shelf to cash 
register. 
Every European country on this side of 
the iron curtain, except Spain and Portu­ 
gal, now- has self-service stores. There are 
supermarkets of a sort in Turkey, the West 
Indies, Africa, Venezuela and numerous 
other countries—a total of about 8,500 out­ 
side the United States and Canada.

(Like 
all general assertions, there are 
exceptions to the foregoing. An 
individualist may be taken care 
of in a research laboratory, or 
in special sales missions, but his 
chances of rising to the top are 
not w hat they were in the days 
of smaller units and brilliant a t­ 
tainm ents of star perform ers). 
You cannot “blame” anyone 
for this development in Ameri­ 
can 
industry-

grown that way. Business organ­ 
izations have become too large 
for individual management. We 
have entered the era of group 
management and mass conform­ 
ity.

East signalled en­ 
thusiastically with the seven of 
hearts, and both defenders knew 
that they were ready to cash 
heart tricks as soon as they 
could get the lead. 
The defenders had a long wait, 
however. After taking the ace of 
hearts. South ran the six dia­ 
monds, giving EaM and West the 
problem of holding on to every­ 
thing. 
East discarded a low club to 
begin with, and West signalled 
with the eight of clubs and then 
the deuce of clubs as soon as he 
could. 
Each signalled with the 
nine of spades and then the 
three of spades. 
By the time that dummy had 
finished with the diamonds. East 
was reduced to four hearts and 
two spades. West kept the ace 
of clubs, three hearts, and two 
spades. 
Since nobody had discarded a 
heart. South knew* that he was 
in trouble. Nevertheless, he led 
a club from the dummy after- 
finishing with the long string of 
diamonds 
It was at this moment that 
East blinked. He had been sav­ 
ing two spades so carefully that 
he forgot why he was saving 
them.
